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and  for  enabling  him  to  be  so  abundant  in  his  labors  within 
the  bounds  of  the  old  Abington  Association.  His  care  for  the 
little  churches  to  whose  interests  he  so  zealously  devoted  the 
last  years  of  his  life,  was  that  of  a  loving  father.  He  was 
removed  in  the  midst  of  his  great  usefulness,  when  the  rugged 
and  extensive  field  he  was  cultivating  was  giving  much  promise 
of  success.  But  "He  doeth  all  things  well,"  and  we  hope  and 
pray  that  others  equally  worthy  and  faithful  may  be  speedily 
raised  up  and  sent  to  the  field."
